I have a sneaking suspicion the 5687 was supposed to be a computer tube. 
The 7119 (also a 'phoole heart-throb) is an even snappier version with the 
same pin-outs. Both of these types are found in test equipment operating 
in linear modes except in the early HP 608 signal generators where the 5687 
is a power mulivibrator for generating regulated DC for the RF tube 
heaters. A 7119 is used in the vertical amp of the Tek 545B, the first of 
the 545 series to dispense with the distributed amplifier. The high 
perveance triodes have the advantage of wider ranging plate current 
operation allowing them to operate with lower impedance loading therefore 
increasing switching speeds. 


BTW, the 6CG7 is more the miniature version of the 6SN7.

If you are tryintg to replace the 1629 in the Heathkit, get another 
1629. The 6E5's are LOTS more expensive and you will need 

to change the socket and provide 6 volts for the 6E5's heater! 

The tubes WILL interchange IF the correct heater voltage is provided 
and the socket changed OR an adapter made!
